It were absurd to expect that 
a people deprived of its national status, robbed of its land, and sent 
ecattered throughout every quarter of the globe, could rehabilitate 
its national existence in little more than a decade after it had won the 
approbation and support of one of the great Powers of the earth for 
Nor are we greatly perturbed at the debates, 
discussions, misunderstandings and disagreements that are con 


its national strivings. 


stantly cropping up in regard to the Jewish National Movement. 
Life is a struggle. 
And it is a tribute to the spirit and energy. to the thought and con- 
sideration which the Declaration did so much to stimulate, that those 
who are engaged in its promotion are not content to allow the Move- 
ment to stop moving and to recline in somnolent quiescence. Thetrue 
view of the matter is to be gained not by regarding the progress of 
Palestine work, such as any of us would wish to see accomplished, 
but rather by looking at what has actually been attained when com- 
pared with what any of us would have dared to hope eleven years ago. 
Thus envisaged, the progress of Jewish Nationalism has been little 
short of miraculous. It has taken its definite place in world-politics. 
It has gained a public recognition of the claim of Jews to be a nation 
and of their right to the National Home in their ancient land.

Jesus — Guilty. 


By Mentor. 


HE Jast three issues of that admirable periodical, Joun o 


LONDON S WEEKLY, contained articles by Lord Shaw of 


Dunfermline on ~ The Trial of Jesus.” Lord Shaw is, of 


course, known everywhere as one of the most eminent of 
living lawyers. He is a Lord of Appeal and has performed many 


other offices of the utmost value to the State. The purpose of his 


‘articles was to examine the prosecution, if } may so put it, of Jesus 


of Nazareth, his condemnation and ths 


punishment awarded to 
him as a judicial stady of a judicial trial. 


And the object he had 
in view in undertaking this task was to consider whether Jesus 
was in fact guilty of the charge or charges brought against him, or 
in any case had committed offences which merited. in accordance with 
the law prevailing then in Palestine, the verdict passed upon him with 
the consequences involved. Lord Shaw has throughout treated the 
question as an entirely human one. He has reviewed the whole 
trial without any reference to any mystic ideas attaching to 
the accused, and without any religious implications regarding 
the process of which he became the victim. Inthe observations I 
propose to make upon Lord Shaws conclusions, since Lord shaw 
as a Cliristian has done so, I as a Jew may, I take it, be 
also to treat the whole incident in its human aspects. 


allowed 


There is much more urgent reason for a Jew thus to consider 
the matter than a Christian. To a Christian, it seems to me, it is 
really of little comparative consequence; although it should in itself 


be ef much importance whether in fact Jesus was or was not gui!’ 
Because apart altogether from that particular point, for th 


Christian there is woven round the life and the death of Jesus, his 
every action, and every occurrance that befell bim, faith and belief— 
a religious conception—that make the question of his actual guilt 
or innocence in comparison insignificant. For the moment I leave 
that aspect, but I propose to reverttoitlateron. Forthe Jew, how- 
ever, the question of the guilt of Jesus is of tremendous importance. 
Or, rather, I should say it has been made for the Jew of tremendous 
importance. Christians bave acclaimed Jesus for centuries as 
having been innocent and the whole guilt for his prosecu- 
tion, his trial, bis condemnation, his execution, have been fixed 
as the guilt of the Jew. Not, be it said, the guilt of a cettain 
number of Jews who happen to have been contemporaries of Jesus. 
In the minds of the vast majority of civilised humanity, certainly 
in the minds of those bearing allegiance to the dominant faith, the 
prosecution of Jesus and al! concerning it have been held to be 
typical of the Jewish spirit. The killing of Jesus is ascribed not 
to any judicial mistake made by Jews in those days, such as has 
been made by non-Jews in many, many instances since, but to an 
inherent characteristic cruelty in the Jew, to an inhumanity 
in his nature, to a thirst for blood in the Jewish being 
forming a feature in Jewish psychology. And this belief 
about Jews taught to little children as one of the beginnings 
of their Christian religious education, and ingeminated into 
Christian doctrine, has cost the Jewish people incalculably. 
Has cost I say: is costing even now! ‘The infamous Blood Libel is 
based upon the idea that somehow or another the Jews made a 
sacrifice of Jesus in connection with the Passover ceremonial. And 
the Blood Libel, as was shown in America the other day, is with us 
etill. The anti-Semitism from which Jews have suffered and are 
suffering in almost every aspect of their existence—social, economic, 
educational, political—in every possible aspect of the lives of men 
and women, is clearly traceable to nothing so much as the belief 
that the Jews, recklessly and out of mere lust for cruelty, crucitied 
Jesus despite his being of pearl-like innocence. The fires of the 
Quemadero were fed and fanned by nothing so surely as this belief 
that the Jews had done Jesus to death in mere passion of vindictive 
hate. And although there has arisen, thank God, a modification of 
the hatred of the Jew which has condemned him to be a wanderer 
over the face of the earth, homeless, a scattered and despised people 
—and, it is gratifying to us to think, as every British subject must feel 
in his heart, it was Great Britain that first lifted the ban—we Jews 
occupy the world-position we do—the terrible position of constant 
uncertainty, the Damocles sword of hooligan outrage and popular 
hate for ever hanging above our heads, sometimes nearer, some- 
times farther from us—only because the belief has been taught 
and fostered that we did to death the one whom Christendom 
regards as the saviour of Mankind, cruelly, maliciously, to satiate 
the blood craving which is the Jew’s, 


And Lord Shaw, as a result of his investigation, comes to the 
same conclusion. He says that Jesue was crucified not because 
he was guilty. On the contrary, the Roman Governor, in whose

hands his life was placed, declared that he was innocent; yet not 
withstanding the Jews “clamoured for crucifixion.’ If Pilate had 
refused to crucify him, declares Lord Shaw, the Jews would have 
lynched Jesus. So bitter, so malignant does Lord Shaw picture 
the Jews who prosecuted Jesus, that even Pilate with all the 
power and might of Rome behind him was afraid of them— afraid 
to the extent of being compelled to sacrifice the life of a 
man he knew to be entirely innocent. ~Thus, Lord Shawe 
article forms yet another peg, fixed by a master hand, upon which 
further hate and increased dislike of the Jew may be hung. If I 
were a Christian, believing in the Christian doctrine, the effect upon 
me of Lord Shaw’ sarticles would be to cause me to regard Jews and all 
concerning them with horror and loathing and contempt, asa people 
whose spirit was debased and whose souls were corrupted by the 
ineradicable vice of cruelty and inhumaneness. And yet upon whag 
does Lord Shaw base his judgment? It is almost inconceivable, buf 
itis none the less true, that this able jurist, this carefal and upright 
judge, condemns the Jews upon documents which he would never 
think of allowing to be brought into evidence in any Court over 
which he was presiding, even when trying an indictment againsg 
the most abject of prisoners, still less when he was seeking 
to justify an indictment against a nation. A great English orator 
said such a process was impossible. Lord Shaw has shown thaé 
Burke was wrong. He has indicted a nation, or at least he has 
confirmed the indictment against us of ages, and has based his 
judgment upon nothing else than the Gospel story in the New Testa- 
ment. Now think of what this Gospel story is and it will be 
evident that Lord Shaw, if he were trying a case in which this 
was the only testimony—and I, of course, am treating it as merely 
human and not in any sense inspired or Divine—it is inconcetv- 
able he would admit it as evidence. For the Gospels comprise @ 
story that was written for the most part many, many years after 
the évents to which it referred and which was obviously written 
for tendencious purposes. Yet this is the whole of the evidence 
upon which Lord Shaw declares that Jesus was innocent, and 
that between Jesus, the Roman Authorities and the Jews, the Jews 
alone were guilty. It was in order to make men believe this that 
the Gespel story was written, and. it. has succeeded. Let me 
quote just one authority. There are few better upon this subject 
than Dr. Claude Montefiore. He is not only, as I say, no mean 
authority, but one who shows a marked sympathy for the Christian 
point of view. Well, in his work on the Synoptic Gospels, Dr, 
Montetiore declares: 

The Synoptic Gospels generally are odd mixtures of 
lendenzschiiften on the one hand and of naive folk tales on 
the other, or again they are odd mixtures of unbelievable 
miracles and unhistoric sayings and statements on the one 
hand, and of pretty obvious reminiscences of eye witnesses and 
ear witnesses upon the other.” 

And it is upon such material that a judicial authority of the 
highest calibre ventures to issue what he terms a “ judicial study 
of a judicial trial 


Lord Shaw concludes not alone that it was through an 
insensate desire to slake an insatiable taste for blood on the part 
of Jews that Jesus was put to death, but that, in order to compass 
that end, they committed a string of illegalities at his trial. This 
is acurious commentary surely, on the evidence we have from 
Talmudic and Rabbinic writings, not alone of the vast care that was 
exercised in all trials involving human life, but in the fact that 
the Sanhedrin which condemned a man to death once in seven 
years—one of the Rabbis suggested that it should be once in 
seventy years—was to be branded for all time as a Sanhedrin 
of murderers. A curious commentary, too, on the fact that no Jew 
by Jewish Law could be condemned to capital punishment, unless 
the offence alleged against him was seen by two eye-witnesses and 


unless the criminal was warned of the consequences of the act hoe 


was about to commit. but Lord Sbaw -brushbes all this aside, 
brushes aside the obvious anachronisms of the Gospel story 
and says only, that the Jews placed Jesus under an legal 
trial and that by their influence the Romans did likewise and 
so Jesus was killed. put, strangely enough, he offers no sort 
of reason why Jews should have gone out of their way to 
subject Jesus to such a parody of justice. Jesus was not the only 
person who in his time claimed to be the Messiah, nor was he the 
only Jew who committed some offence which the Roman Power 
was compelled to punish in the same way. Why, the Gospel story 
itself tells us that Jesus was crucified between two others, who 
suffered like punishment—a Roman punishment, be it added. And 
the point is that the last thing the Jews were surely likely to have 
been wishful of doing must have been to present to Rome anyone 
as guilty of some criminal offence, according to the Roman Law, 
Obviously every such presentation was a sort of bad mark agains§ 
Jews themselves, and they surely would have been much more 
concerned to hide from their Roman masters, if they could, any 
offences on the part of one of the Jews. Certainly it ought to be clear 
to anyone that when the Jews had delivered Jesus to the Romans and 
the Roman Governor declared him innocent, it would not have 
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“ paid’ the Jews to tell Pilate: “ No, you are wrong. You haven t an 
innocent Jcw.in custody: you have a guilty one. suppose Pilate 
had: released Jesus and he bed gome back among the Jews. 
carrying on his wonderful, beautiful mission, bow much would 
it have mattered: to ‘hose Jews? We know from the Gospel 
story that the number of followers of Jesus was but a few 
That may net be a tribute to the Ingo ethical spirit of the Jews to 
whom Jesus preached. tut it is abundant evidence of the fact 
that if Pilate bad said: ~ You bave delivered this man to me.

Mr. THEODORE REINACH (Paris). 


Mr. Theodore Reinach, the youngest of the three famous brothers, 
known in France as “Ile trio Reinach,” passed away in Paris on Sunday 
at the age of sixty-nine. The deceased was born in 1560 and was a noted 
Greek scholar and a writer on law, history and classical arch# ology. 
He was a prominent member of the Association for fostering the study of 
Greek in France, and was editor of the REVuUr bes Erupes GRBEOCOUPS. 
He was also an authority on numismatics, and edited the French transia- 
tion of the worksof Flavius Josephus. He was Professor of Theology at 
the Ecole des Hautes Etudes Sociales, and a permanent member of the 
Committee of Jewish Schools in Paris. He wrote for this Committee a 
juvenile history of the Jews, which was later translated into English, 
Greek and Spanish. In 1909 he was elected a member of the Academie 
des Inscriptions et Belles Lettres. He was a member of the Institut de 
France and Doctor of Letters, Honoris Causa, of Oxford University. He 
has been President of the “ Societe des Etndes Juives ” and a contributor 
to the Revue. He was for five years a member of the Paris Bar. In 
1913, the deceased represented French Jewry at the Congress of Oriental 
Studies. In the sphere of religion he was a protagonist of “ Liberal” 
Judaism, and was a member of the Committee of the Synagogue of the 
“ Liberal” Union. He entered political life at the General Election of 
1906, when he was returned as member forSavoy. He took an important 
place in the work of the Chamber, especially in connection with public 
education and taxes on revenue. The deceased was a son of Hermann 
Joseph Reinach, the French tinancier, and his mother before her marriage 
was Miss Julie Buding. He was a nephew of Baron Jacques Reinach, 
also a well-known French financier.

MISCELLANY. 


Some of the foremost men of the world of finance and commerce in 
the Community have been very much in the public eye during the 
past week, in matters affecting the great industries of the country. First 
came the announcement that Sir Robert Waley Cohen had joined the 
Board of Directors of Baldwins, the great South Wales steel, iron and coal 
combination. People who know what a tremendously busy man Sir Robert 
is at the Asiatic Petroleum and Shell Companies, haveoften expressed their 
surprise at the time and labour he is able to devote tothe United Synagogue. 
the Jewish War Memorial and other important Communal Institutions, 
Then Lord Melchett in New York has brought off a remarkable deal with 
American financiers by which Mond Nickels will have the controlling 
output of nickel. Mr. Lionel de Rothschild has been appointed one of the 
Rritish delegates of the newly-appointed International Committee for the 
Protection of Russian Bondholders. The object of this Committee 
is to co-ordinate the efforts of the committees already in éxistence in 
Various countries, and Mr. de Rothschild will of course look after the 
interests of British Bondholders, Then, finally, Mr. 8S. B. Joel, the 
Chairman of the Johannesburg Consolidated Investment Co., has made 
an important statement as to the effect, if any, that the new diamond 
discoveries in South Africa are likely to have on the holders of 
De Beers. 

i have previously protested against the abuse of the Sunday evening 
entertainment at public places of amusement on behalf of charities. or 
of institutions disguised under that name. Members of the theatrical 
and vaudeville professions are asked to give up their only day of rest in 
the week and to give their services gratuitously. This has been very 
much overdone in the last two orthree years and certain minor Jewish 
institutions in want of funds, have been the chief offenders. The atten 
tion of the L.C.C. has now been called to the question of Sunday evening 
entertainments on licensed premises in aid of charities, and an enquiry 
is being made into the whole matter. 


Mr. Hannan Swaffer, in the last issue of the SUNDAY EXPRESs, under 
the heading of “A ° Charity " Growl,” states that a “ correspondent writes 
complaining that because of an advertisement of an all-star concert in 
last weeks SUNDAY EXPRESS, he went to the Hippodrome with some 
friends and bought seats. The programme contained thirty-nine items, 
but only eighteen of the turns appeared, while, when the people got 
there, they found that the concert was in aid of funds to rebuild the 
Nelson Street Synagogue!” It is to be hoped that efforts will be made 
by our responsible men to advise the discontinuance of a practice which 
is likely to retlect discredit on the fair fame of the Community. 


Further news of the contemplated visit of the Maccabean Football 
Clab cf Jerusalem to England bas. not been forthcoming, and the 
proposed arrangements for the tour donot seem, anyhow for the moment, 
to have materialised. [ am informed on reliable authority, that the 
statement that Lord Melchett is paying all the expenses of the proposed 
visit from his own pocket is incorrect. The guarded statement I received 


is that he is interested in the tour. 


Mr. Arthur Findon, the film critic of the SUNDAY DISPATCH, announces 
that Mr. D. A. Abrahams, of the Regal Film Company, has authorised 
him to state that he has arranged to star Julian Rose in a picture to be 
called “ Levinsky'’s Wedding,” and, that he will give a minimum prize of 
100 guineas toany reader who can send him a suitable plot for the films 
upon which the scenario writer could write up the story upon that title.

Vigorous Wailing Wa!'l Protest. 
SUPPLANTING THE TALMUD TORAH TRUST. 


A meeting of the Board of the Fed eration of Synagogues was held 
on Monday at the offices, 64, Leman Street. Councillor M. H. Davis, 
LEw., the president, was in the chair 

The Ca@atrMan referred to the death of Mr. Raronovitch, the President of 
the Canning Town Synagogue, and moved a vote of sympathy with his widow 
and family. He extendeil a welcome to the delegates of the Clapton 
Synagogue. 

Councillor Davis moved the following resolution - 

“Toast th: Board deeply regrets th: d»<ecration and blow at the Jewish 
faith that occurred at the Wailing Wall in Jerusalem on the Day of Atonement 
and requests His Majesty's Government to take steps to obviate any recurrence 
of ths incident, and that a copy of this resolution b> sent to the Prime Minister, 
the Colonial Socretary, Mr. Ramsay MacDonald and Mr. Lloyd George. ’ 

He said that he did not know whether the officials in Palestine realised 
that the Jewish people were a nation, and had a national conscience and 
national feelings. It seemed to him that the Jewish people had been given 
the Mandate and the Arabs had been given the country. Were the Jewish 
people so afraid, so steeped in the Galut spirit that they could put up with 
euch insults?) One of the first things that oucht to have happened im this 
country after the Wailing Wall outrage was for the representative body of 
the Jewish people, namely the Board of Deputies, immediately to call a 
protest meeting of ail Jewish organisations. They would have been supported 
in such an action by non-Jews as well. He regretted that the Deputies had 
failed to accomplish‘this. The Federation of Synagogues were going to take 
their stand in this matter as the representatives of a large body of Jewry. 
He suggested to the delegates that the motion should be placed on the agenda 
at the next meeting of their Synagogues. 

Mr. I. M. Saocker seconded. Councillor who supported the 
resolution, suggested that the members should write to their local M.P.s 
protesting against the outrage. The resolution was carried unanimously. 

SUPPORT FOR TALMUD TORAH TRUsT WITHDRAWN, 

The CHAIRMAN proposed the following resolution :

The CHAIRMAN gaid that the Board had not heen satisfied with the 
work of the Talmud Torah Trust. He crticised the system of teaching in 
the Talmud Torahs. referred to the insanitary conditions of the buildings and 
said that the Trust m st ly concerned itself with the question of giving grante. 
In former years the Federation granted £500 to the Trust and lat ly that 
grant had been increased to £1,000, ‘The tote! income of the Trust was 
£2 000, He thought that the time had now errived when the Federation 
itself could a'locate the yvrants to the Talmud Torah=,; On June 29 of this 
year he saw Mr. Joseph Prag, President of the Trust, and told him that they 
wanted stricter control. Councillor Davis mentioned that Dr. Kichholz, 
Mr. Herbert M. Adier and Mr. B. A. Fersht. representing the Jewish War 
Memorial, had interviewed representatives of the Federation, who had assured 
them that the Federation intended working in harmony with other educa- 
tiona!l committees. But the Federation was determined to get more monev 
for the Ta!mud Torahs and to see that there was better supervision and be tter 
teaching. Last week the Fecderat ion atranved to meet ; deputation of the 
Talmud Torah Trust, but before the deputation met, Mr. Joseph Prag had 
sent a copy of a letter he had previously addressed to him (Councillor Davis) 
to every delegate to the Federation, pointing out that the step that the 
Federation Vas ab ut to take a‘ its meeting on Monday Was A FeTIOUS ONE 
and would affect Jewish education in the Metropolis. The statement that 
they wanted to injure the Talmud Torahs was without foundation. 

A lony clis followed, Some of the dels yates criticised the avetem 
of teaching in the Ta!mad Torahs, and others expressed the opinion that 
the new Committee about to be set up should work in close harmony with 
the Trust. | 

The resolution, on being put to the vote, was carried,

LECTURE BY MR. AYLMER MAUDE., 
Mr. Aylmer Maude, Editor of the Centenary edition of Tolstoi’s 
Works, lectured on the great Russian writer to the members of the West 
End Jewish Literary Society, on Sanday, in the Vestry Room of the New 
West End Synagogue, St. Petersburgh Place, Bayswater. 
Joseph presided. 
Mr. Maude, who was a personal friend of Tolstoli and is responsible for 
a number of excellent translations of his books, «aid that Tolstoij was long 
recognised in Russiaas thatcountry’sgreatest prose writer. Even the Soviet 
Government which strongly objected to his religious views, were making 
great efforts to celebrate his centenary, because they felt that his enisent 
position in the literary world was a feather in their cap.

Anti-Jewish Student Disturbances in Hungary. 


Many Duels Fought. 


[From our Correspondent—BUDAPEST. | 


Following angry scenes in Parliament when Deputies Fabian, Pakots, 
and Farkes protested in strong terms against the Government's passive 
attitude during anti-Semitic disturbances, Dr. Fabian caused consterna- 
tion by accusing the State Secretary to the Ministry of the Interior, 
Mr. Sztranyavazky, of having covered up the facts of the Csongrad bomb 
outrage which occurred in 1923, and, although having been since April, 
1927, officially in possession of written statements giving the names 
of the murderers, of having taken no action to bring them to justice. 
Count Bethlen, the Prime Minister, held a consultation for about an hour. 
He then declared that either Deputy Fabian or Mr. Sztranyavszky would 
be liable toa term of penal servitude. Subsequently, Dr. Fabian pro- 
duced documents which he alleged to be proofs, and a challenge to a 
duel followed. This was later called off following apologies. Many of 
the Jewish students are, however, duelling with their anti-Semitic 
colleagues. 

The anti-Jewish stulent excesses are still in progress at the 
Universities. Only at the University of Fuenfkirchen were Jewish 
students still unmolested. The daily newspapers have introduced 
as a new feature a special column of reports from the anti-Semitic 
front. Jewish students are in despair; while they are afraid to enter 
the Universities, they fear also that if they are absent much longer 
they will be excluded for the rest of the term. On Saturday, there were 
for the first time since the trouble started, no disturbances anywhere. 
At Debreszin disorders have been stopped by vigorous police action. Police 
reinforcements surrounded demonstrating students and. forced them 
to the number of 500 into the garden of the Agricultural High School. 
All identification papers were examined, and nearly a hundred students 
have been prosecuted. The Government is trying to persuade the anti. 
Semitic professors to prevail upon the students to stop disturbances, on 
the ground that they may lead to foreign intervention and perhaps to 
action by the League of Nations. The leaders of the student bodies are 
consequently urging the students to stop violent demonstrations, and 
to continue the Numerus Clausus agitation by peaceful means. 

Count Bethlen, the Premier, and Count Klebelsberg, the Minister of 
Education, regard the riots as’ very inopportune. They fear that they 
will alienate the sympathies of Lord Rothermere and the support of many 
influential Jews in favour of the revision of the Trianon Treaty. Anti- 
Semitic students, on the recommendation, it is said, of highly-placed 
patrons, have adopted farcical-sounding methods of hampering the 
police. When they wish to detain the students, the demonstrators 
immediately begin to sing repeatedly the Hungarian National Anthem. 
According to regulations, the police must then stand to attention. Mean- 
while the culprits disappear. 


Jews in Soviet Russia. 
Evictions Alleged. 


Grave charges against the Soviet local officials of ruthless misappliea.- 
tion of the laws of the country in order to sabotage the various schemes 
which have been set on foot for the purpose of proletarianising the 


declassed Jewish masses and providing them with a livelihood, are 


made by the central Yiddish Communist organ, the EMES3, of Moscow, 
by the writer B. Slutzky. The Soviet lo¢al officials are driving the 
Jewish poor to the denths of despair, he says, and the result of their 
policy is that instead of growing less in number there are more Jewish 
poor now than ever, both in the cities and in the towns. I can testify, 
Mr. Slutzky writes, that in Kiev the eviction campaign has grown into 


a veritable orgy, hitting exclusively at those Jews who were at 
one time traders, but who have long since become artisans or are 


unemployed workers. Cases have been taken to Court, but 
meanwhile the evicted families are beiny utterly ruined. 

Mr. Lubarsky, the agricultural expert of the Agrojoint, who has just 
returned from an inspection tour in the Jewish colonies in the Ukraine 
and the Crimea, says that he has found that the conditions have 
improved. In the Crimea andin the Krivoyrog district the conditions are 
good, and in the district of Cherson they are fair. Dr. Joseph A. Rosen, 
Director of the Agrojoint, the instrument: of the Joint Distribution Com. 
mittee in its work in Russia, and Mr. Joseph C. Hyman, the Secretary of 
the Joint Distribution Committee, are continuing the negotiations with 


the Soviet leaders for the conclusion of the projected agreement between 
the Soviet Government and the Agrojoint for the establishment in Soviet 


Russia of a Jewish bank with a capital of twenty million dollars to finance 


Jewish colonisation work in the Soviet countries, and Jewish artisan 
activities and other work among the Jewish population.

The President of the World Agudat 
Yisrael Organisation, Dr. Pinchas Kohn, of Vienna, welcomed the 
delegates to the Conference. Messages greeting the Conference were 
also read from Dr. Nathan Birnbaum, the Warsaw Rabbinate, and from 
other Orthodox’ sources in Palestine and Europe. The workers declined 
to give a hearing to Councillor Trockenheim, the Agudat. Yisrael leader in 
Poland, because, it was rumoured, he had evicted families of poor Jewish 
werkers from his houses. 

At the Third All-Polish Conference of the Agudat Yisrael Organisation 
opened on Monday at the Kaminska Yiddish Theatre, 120 Rabbis and two 
thousand representatives were present. Messages of greeting were 
received from the President of the Warsaw City Council, the President 
of the Government Club of Deputies, and from the Hassidic Rabbis o! 
Tchortkov, Belz, and Sadigur. Ex-Deputy Rabbi Aaron Levin, in opening 
the Conference, spoke in Yiddish andin Polish, welcoming the representa- 
tives of the Government and the Rabbis.

“Oh, lam sick and tired of this everlasting complaint,” he continued. 
“ You are never satisfied. never happy in your surroundings, never take 
things as they are! And why? Because you don’t see farther than your 
nose. You are used to a certain form of Yiddisheit and you think that 
that form is the best, and nothing else will do for you. You are so narrow 
minded ! 

“ All your talk about Yiddish*kecit dying in America is ridiculous, non 
sense pure and simple. It is true the Jageblatt has just closed down and 
New York has one Jewish newspaper the less. Yiddish is not spoken as 
much as it was once, and the Jewish theatres are going through a crisis.

No. 469.—The Last King of the Jews. 
My DEAR COUSIN, 

In these days of the * movies,” with their exhibition of passion and 
the clash of personality against personality, why is it, | wonder, that 
no one has thought of providing a film version of the reign of Herod the 
Great (37 to 48.cC.)? The life of Herod affords all those elements in 
which the cinema revels. To-day he would be described as a cave-man 
with voracious appetites, Who was able to order the execution of those 
nearest to him without turning a hair. Herod must be counted among 
those who think in millions, whose imagination plays in vastnesses, and 
whose will is so powerful that by sheer force it makes others subject to 
it. -The reign of the last King of the Jews must have been a stirring time 
to live in. | 

Herod's family bistory enters the stream of Jewish life in the ceign 
of John Hyrkanus. (135-106 B.c.), the fourth of the Hasmonean dynasty, 
under whom Maccabean rule may be said to have reached its 
zenith. In consolidating the boundaries of his kingdom he conquered 
the neighbouring Edomites, then called Idumeans; but he was not 
content with submission, he demauded their conversion to Judaism. |! 
believe it is true to say that this is the only case in Jewish history when 
Judaism was forced upon a body of people. There can be no doubt that 
John Hyrkanus meant well, but the step cost the Jewish people dear. 
For from these converts sprang the last King of the Jews, who was the 
instrument of fate for bringing the Hasmonean family to an unnatural end. 

It was during the fratricidal strife between Hyrkanus II and Aristo 
bulus II that the father of Herod. Antipater by name, obtained his 
opportunity for feathering his own nest by stirring up discord 
between the two sons of Queen Salome Alexandra. When Salome died 
inthe year 70, it was arranged between her two sons that the younger, 
Aristobulus, was to be King and High Priest, and the elder, John 
Hyrkanus, a quiet, peace-loving man, who, like Jacob of old, found his 
contentment in dwellingin tents, was to retire into private life. Jewish 
history might have taken a different course if this agreement bad been 
allowed to work itself out. jsut Antipater the Edomite, a descendant of 
the converted Idumeans (who were ‘still known among the common 
people as half-Jews), interfered between the two brothers, not in their 
interest and not in the interest of the realm, but solely in his own. He 
stirred up the weakling Hyrkanus to a consciousness of the wrongs done 
to him, and relying on the support of Antipater, Hyrkanus was soon in 
conflict with his brother. Aristobulus in his straits appealed to Rome 
for assistance. He even went to Pompey himself. Pompey heard the 
case, but was too clever a politician to decide one way or the other until 
he had had an opportunity of studying the situation onthespot. This did 
not satisfy proud Aristobulus, who had the temerity of taking up arms 
against Pompey. The inevitable was only to be expected, and before 
long Pomrey was in Jerusalem besieging the city. which he entered on 
Kippur Day in the year 65, one hundred years after Judas Maccabeus 
had rescued the Temple from the hands of the heathen. In the person 
of Pompey Rome came to Palestine—came, and saw, and conquered. 
The Idumean family was clever enough to realise which way the wind 
was blowing, and whether it was Crassus, or Caesar, or Mark Antony, 
Antipater or Herod were ready to swear fealty to the victor. Herod 
showed himself a past master in the art of court intrigue. He would 
traffic with Cleopatra in order to influence Antony: he would look to 
costly and rare presents to be his eloquent ambassadors. It is not 
surprising, therefore, that on the suggestion of Mark Antony the Roman 
senate, at the end of the year 40, nominated Herod as King of Judea. 
But another three years had to elapse before he took POSsst ssion: in 
37 B.C, Herod captured the Temple, and so ended the Maccabean rule 
which had commenced one hundred and twenty-seven years before. 

When Herod ascen:ied the throne he had been married for five years 
to Mariamne, grand-daughter of Hyrkanus II, and famous for her 
exquisite beauty and regal bearing. Her mother, Alexandra. and her 
brother, Aristobulus III, a young man tall in stature and matching in his 
own way the beauty of his sister, lived at court, where also Herod's 
sister, Salome, the evil genius of the royal family, and her husband 
resided. Since Herod in the eyes of the people was only a “ half-Jew,.” 
he could not be High Priest as well as King. But though his brother-ip-. 
law, the young Aristobulus, was fitted for the office, Herod appointed a 
certain Chananel to the post. Under such an insult Alexandra. a 
lady with an enterprising character, could not remain quiescent. 
She appealed to Cleopatra to use her influence with Mark Antouy so that 
her son might enter into his undoubted rights Cleopatra at that time 
was none too friendly to Herod, and the result of the machinations was 
that Herod bent before the storm, and breaking the law by removing the 
High Priest Chananel, appointed his brother-in-law in his place. But 
the young man was not to enjoy the office long. It was Herod's way to 
avenge himself ruthlessly on those who crossed him. At what appeared 
to be a merry gathering during the Festival of Suecot in the year 35, 
young Aristobulus met his déath by drowning, at the express orders of 
Herod. Though he mourned outwardly for the loss of this young life, 
all the world knew that he was the murderer. The atmosphere in his 
family may be better imagined than described. It would have been 
beyond human endurance for his wife to entertain wifely feelings for 
him, and as for his mother-in-law, she was like a lioness bereft of her 
young. 

Mark Antony, moved to examine the cause of this death, sum- 
moned Herod to prove his innocence. On his departure to meet 
the Roman, Herod left secret instructions with his brother-in. 
law, Joseph, the husband of his sister Salome, that if he did 
not return in safety Mariamne should not outlive him. His costly 
gifts and his winning flattery enabled him to retain the favour of Antony, 
and he returned triumphant to his capital, only to find that his wife had 
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learnt of his secret orders concerning her fate. Manifestiy the two 
branches of the royal family did not love each other much. and the 
intrigues of the one against the other resulted in bringing to the ears of 
the King that his brother-in-law had betrayed his secret to his Queen. 
Almost as in “ Alice in Wonderland,” the King cried, “ Off with his head ' 
and the second victim in the family came to an unnatural end. 

The next was old Hyrkanus, who over-meek at all times, was now, 
in the evening of his days at the age of eighty, hardly capable of harming 
anyone. But he was a possible centre round which rebellion might take 
shape and form, and Herod removed him in order to avoid any such possi 
bility. The fourth victim was the wife of his bosom, Mariamne herself. 
In the vear 31 Mark Antony was defeated in the battle of Actium, and 
Herod, on hearing the news, hastened to Octavian. the conqueror, to 
make sure of winning his favour. He made for Rhodes with all speed, 
and again left secret orders for the death of Mariamne if he himself 
should pot return. Once more the secret leaked out, and the atmosphere 
between husband and wife became strained to the utmost. Herod was 
in a mood to listen to wicked suggestions about Mariamne, and his sister 
Salome was on the spot to fill his evil mind with suspicion. The poison 
worked, and torn hetween love and revenge, he finally sent his consort to 
herend. She died at the age of twenty-eight, and her dignified departure 
from life did credit to the family from which she had sprung. 

The death of Mariamne appeared to move the monarch to his very 
depths, and all his worst qualities came to the top. The love he once 
bore Mariamne he now showered on her two children, He had them 
carefully educated at Rome, and made it plain that he intended that they 
should be his heir Possibly if these natural inclinations had remained 
unhindered, Herod's intention might have been realised, and the Jewish 
people would have had rulers again in whose veins the old Hasmonean 
blood flowed. But like Solomon of old, Herod was a polygamist. Mariamne 
was his second wife, his first, Doris, having been a girl of common origin. 
This Doris was the mother of his first-born, Antipater, who, je alous of the 
favours showered upon his step-brothers, set about poisoning his father's 
mind against them. False accusations did what they were intended to 
do, and in the year & B.c. the two sons of Mariamne met their death. It 
was only four years later that Antipater, Herod's eldest son, was likewise 
executed. One can «understand the saying ascribed to the Emperor 
{ugustus by a Roman writer: “ The King treats his pigs better than his 
sons.” Even on his deathbed his blood lust did not leavehim. Realising 
that his death would be greeted with great joy by the populace, it is said 
that he gave instructions to his sister 5S lome to collect a certain number 
of distinguished Jews in Jericho and to put them to death directly the 
intelligence of his own death was recéived If the Jews would not mourn 
for him. they would at least have reason to mourn for their distinguished 
fellow citizens. CLike David. the best-loved King of the Jews, Herod the 
best-hated died at the ag: f seventy 

If crueltv was one element in Herod's character, the love of magnifi 
cence was the other. He had a passion for building, and he built theatres 
and sports grounds in Jerusalem, as we!l as magnificent cities in Roman 
and Greek architecture ali over the country (Caesarea (which must bave 
been pronounced hard, for in the Talmud it is known as Kisrin), was 
perhaps the best example of his bnilding activities. But the Temple in 
Jerusalem, which he rebuilt, did him greatest credit. He spared neither 
pains nor cost in making the structure one of the most marvellous in the 
east. Herebuilt Samaria and called it by the Greek name Sebaste, that 
is, Udly City: his intention doubtless was to setin contrast the holy 
citv of Augustus in Samaria. with the holy city of God in Jerusalem. In 
(‘aesarea he built a macnificent harbour, and in the centre of the city he 


set up a temple to Augustus. Of the Temple in Jerusalem even the Jews 
were forced to admit “that he who hath not seen Herod's Temple has 
never seen beauty in his life.” 

Though personally Herod was cruel and vindictive he was yet 


sufficient of a politician to realise that he owed duties to the Jewish 
people. Through his friends at court he was abie to obtain rights and 
privileges for the Jews in the Diaspora, in Asia Minor and Syria. But 
where Judaism was concerned Herod did little. In his days the office of 
High Priest lost all its « 
self he gave only lip service to Judaism, and cold lip service at that. 


mation in the eyes of the popniace. For him 
father he strove to be entleman of fashion, a Hellenist,; an imitator of 
Roman wavs. Disliked as he was already because of his origin, his con 
duct and ie inclinations made im hated: More than once revointions 
broke out against him, but on each occasion the rising was crushed, and 
the leaders ruthlessly sent to theirdeath. The story of his life and reign, 
as the historian Josephus depicts them, is indeed romantic reading. One 
can only wonder at the clash of passion and at the assertion of Herod's 
personality, but one must yonder also that justin his reign a man like 
Hillel should have lived and worked. Hillel's attitude to life will be the 
better understood if it is borne in mind that his activities lay in the 
of the Jews ruled in Palestine.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK.

“ Thy handmaid hath not anything tn the house sare a pot of 
oil.—2? Kings iv, 2. 


Our Haphtorah opens with a very simple but pathetic story. It 
reveals to us a household, whose inmates have been brought to the verge 
of despair by want and poverty. This widow-woman must have easily 
moved the sympathies of the prophet. Her husband, recently dead, was 
one of those “sons of the prophets“ with whom Elisha was accustomed 
to spend so much of his time. He may have been a pupil of his 
own. The widow reminds Elisha that he had known her husband. 
and known him for one “who feared the Lord.” But his piety had 
When he died, all he left his widow 
andtwo sons were debts and a hard creditor. 


not brought him riches. 
Her household 
goods had already disappeared, and in the custom of the country 
and the times, her sons would be sold as slaves to pay her debts. 
The prophet’s remedy is a strange one. He bids a poor woman, 
already in debt, borrow, and borrow aset of empty vessels. Borrowing 
more, and then borrowing emptiness. A poor hope, one would think, 
of making good the debt, and saving the children. But the advice comes 
from aman of God. He bids her borrow empty vessels and borrow not 
afew. He does not tell her how many. According to her faith, will be 
her reward. Her task was not as easy aS may seem at first sight. 
Imagine her in great distress, going through the town, asking the loan 
of all the jugs and vessels, and pans and dishes that she can lay hands 
on, What do you want them for’ she will be asked. What will you put 
in them’ Nothing. What has been promised you to fill them with? 
Nothing. Why do you wish to borrow them? I have been told to do ao. 
She must have had some ridicule to bear, as she went from house to house 
returning home every now and then with a fresh cargo of empty 
vessels. 

It was indeed a trial of her faith and doubtless was sointended. Had 
God willed, the Prophet conld have filled her house at once with 
vessels of oil or vessels of goid and silver. But when He works for us. 
He wills that first we labour somewhat for ourselves. Nor when she 
bas gathered all these empty vessels is she allowed to satisfy the curiosity 
of her neighbours. She is to “shut the door upon herself and upon 
her sons.” The miracle is to arise quietly in this humble home, for those 
only who have proved their faith. Elisha, before he sets about curing 
her poverty, has made careful enquiry into her circumstances. He 
discovers that this bare and poverty-stricken home is not absolutely void 
of everything. The widow has still one little pot of oil. Itis this little 
jar that he uses for his great experiment. How often may it happen with 
us also that, in our doubts and difficulties, our privations and our trials, we 
may have overlooked some little blessing that has been left us, which under 
Divine guidance may increase and wultiply and be the means of relieving 
us from our anxieties. How often indeed, we have some little gift we 
have ignored till now, which, if we had made the most of it, might have 
been of service not only to ourselves but to others in distress. There is 
a little vessel of oil in most homes, however poor their other furniture. 
Something one can do for God, some oil of consecration ; something one 
can do for man, some o.l of comfort on the troubled waters of distressed 
humanity. The widow woman completes her task. She has collected 
many vessels. She shuts the door of her little house. Her sons bring 
her the first of the jars. She begins to pour out trom her little cruse of 
oil. Vessel after vessel, pan after pan, jar after jar, is filled from that 
little pot. A miracle indeed, that increased in wonder every moment. 
Vessel after vessel is brought, filled and set asidc, until the end comes. 
“She said unto her son, “bring me yet a vessel.’ And he said unto her, 
‘There is not a vessel more.’ And the oil stayed.” It may be, she sent 
out then for yet more vessels. But it was too late. The faith that 
trusted in God's word before the miracle, was rewarded. Only to believe 
when she had beheld the miracle, brought no reward. The oil stayed. 


The miracle accomplished, she returns to the prophet to tell him her 
gratitude and to seek his guidance. He, through his Divine Master, has 
given her this plenty. He shall be God's voice, telling her how to use it. 
He bids her sell the oil, pay her debt and live with her children on 
what is left. She must have done her borrowing of the vessels very 
diligently. To pay her debt, and find a living from the oil she had 
accumulated, must have needed a large stock of that commodity. But 
when God gives, he givesabundantiy. Elisha bids her first pay her debt. 
Her creditor was perhaps a hard and crue! man, thus to have threatened 
a poor widow. None the less, her duty was to be honest and to pay that 
which she owed. Then she and her sons were to live on the remainder. 
“ Greater,” says the Midrash, “ was this latter miracle than the original 
one, that filed the empty vessels.” She and her sons should for all 
time live on the remaining oil. That oil need not have been of great 
intrinsic value. But it gave a new reputation toa poor widow. On this, 
she and her sons could live. It was the reputation of her dead husband, 
their dead father; “one of the sons of the prophets who feared the Lord.” 
Was itnot for his sake, for the sake of his meuiory, that the miracie had 
been wrought? It is of such men and of their children that the Psalmist 
speaks: “I have been young, I have grown old; yet have I not seen the 
righteous forsaen nor his seed begging bread.” 
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NOTES ON THE SEDRA. 


Sabbath Genesis xviii., 1—xxii.. 24. 


XVIII., 5. “A morsel of bread.” Oriental courtesy still demands 
that the host should disparage what he has to offer his guests. The verh 
“Je “support” is used in other Biblical passages in connection with 
bread. Compare Judges xix., 5, 8, Psalm civ., 15; and in later Hebrew 
the derivative noun TVS became the usual word for a meal. A Rabbi 
noted the fact that the word for heart is here spelt with only one beth, 
and accounted for it in accord with the Rabbinic theory that 335. ax 
distinct from 35. indicates that the human being possesses two “ inclina. 
tions,” one to good and the other to evil. Since an angel had only the 
good inclination, when the word is used in connection with him, it is 
written 3}. 

“Forasmuch as ye are come.” The Oxford Lexicon, page 474b, 
describes 73 Sy °S as “a peculiar phrase,” and explains it here as follows 
“for therefore (i.¢., to partake of such hospitality) are ye come to yom 
servant.” The Jewish commentators understand it rather differently. 
viz., seeing that your journey has caused \ou to pass by my house, grant 
me the privilege of offering you hospitality. 

“So do, as thou hast said.” There is disagreement among the com. 
mentators on the exact force of these words. Nachmanides and Sforno 
think the clause signifies that the visitors gave Abraham to understand 
that they took him at his word, viz., that while they rested themselves 
under the tree be would prepare a meal for them quickly so that they 
would not be delayed on their journey. Hence the repetition of 3" in 
the next verse. Mendelssohn thinks that the phrase implies nothing 
more than the acceptance of the invitation, and this may be correct: 
although there is much to be said for Ibn Ezra’s interpretation, Do pre- 
cisely as thou hast said, t.e.,do not prepare an elaborate meal for us; 
a morsel of bread is all we need. ! 

“Three measures of fine meal.” The Hebrew word for “ measure ” 
is "NOS, and the Seat wasathird of an Ephah. The quantity indicated 
here is about a bushel, which Nachmanides observes is an extraordinary 
amount of flour to prepare for three men. He therefore offers two 
suggestions: first, that perhaps Abraham invited the men of his house 
hold to join in the meal as a mark of honour to the guests (but there is 
nothing in the text to support this theory) ; secondly, he was so anxious 
to give his visitors only of the very best, that he had that large quantity 
of corn sifted again and again until only a comparatively small amount 
of the finest flour remained. It seems more probable, however, that 
Abraham intended the bread not only for the meal but aiso for the men 
to take away as provisions for the journey. 

“Cakes.” Driver's translation, “rolls,” corresponds more closely 
with the Hebrew, which really means “ round things.” The "29 differed 
from the loaf of bread in that it was small in size and baked not in an 
oven, but upon the glowing coals (see I. Kings xix., 6). In hot countries, 
where the loaves would dry up very quickly, a store of bread was not 
kept, and rolls were baked whenever required. [tf may seem surprising to 
us that Abraham should have ordered his wife to knead the bread and 
prepare the meal. Being aman of wealth and the head of a large house 
hold. one would have thought that he would have entrusted a servant with 
the task. The Bible, however, presents us here with a faithful picture of 
domestic ife in those times, when it was not considered derogatory for 
the wife of a rich man to perform work of this kind. We see from the 
story given in Il. Samuel xiii., $ff., that even a princess occupied herselt 
with domestic tasks. 

Verse 7. “Abraham ran unto the herd.” He went personally to see 
that the choicest of the animals was selected for the meal. Inthe East 
a generous host might kill a sheep for a passing guest, but to slay a calf 
was evidence of extraordinary generosity. The animal is described as 
“tender and good.” The meaning of the second adjective is correctly 
explained in the rendering “fat,” which is given in the Targum of Jona- 
than. When 3% is used without a qualifying word like SND, it never 
means “beautiful,” but “of sound physical condition.” It is so used of 
animals in xxvii., 9, and of a human being in |. Samue! ix., 2. 

“Unto the servant.” This is doubtless the correct meaning of VW3, 
as in xiv., 24, Numbers xxii., 22, and often; bunt the explanation of the 
Midrash is noteworthy, which sees here a reference to Ishmael, who is 
described as “JVs in xxi.. 12, 17f. Abraham, it is said, took Ishmael with 
him to instruct him in the duty of entertaining strangers.

Mr. Lousada stated that it was hoped that Rabbi Reinhart would be 
able to take up his duties as Senior Minister early in the new year.

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Russo-Jewish Conditions.

day Jewish movements which aim at the 


regeneration of the Jewish people and its 
restoration to healthy political, national 
and economic conditions of life. Heisa 
recognised authority on the position of 
the Jews in Eastern Europe, more par 
ticularly in what was formerly the Russian 
Empire, and it was on these questions 
that our representative interviewed him. 
Declasses. 

“Tam afraid it will be no news for you to 
learn that the economic position of the Jewish 
people in Kussiais steadily becoming worse,” he said. “A million Jews 
at least are involved in a desperate struggle against their tragic fate. 
which tends to make them wseless in the social order, or rather, social 
disorder, that at present prevails in that country. The activities of the 
numerous class of former intermediaries are not wanted by the country 
in its present condition, and these unfort inate declassés feelas if they 
were living in an age utterly strange to them, as if they were ghosts 
among the living. 

“At first sight,” he continued, “it would seem as if the position 
were hopeless, but it is not. Here, as in many other cases of Jewish 
misfortune, the unsurpassable vitality of our race plays its part. One 
feels bound to admire the energy with which the slightest chance of 
taking up a productive occupation is seized upon, and the efforts made 
by our people in Russia to adapt themselves to new conditions. 

A Complete Breakdown. 

“ However great an asset this vitality and energy may be, neverthe 
less, there should be no illusions as to the possibilities. Kussian Jewry, 
which was growing wealthy and powerful before the war, and which was 
strong and enlightened enough to look after its own iuterests, is at pre 
sent in a state of almost complete breakdown. It is hardly conceivable 
that without a helping hand from abroad the present generation will be 
able to recover from the crippling effect of the c anges inflicted upon 
them by the Revalution. Fortunately, American and West European 
Jewries are not entirely unconscious of their duty to help the great 
Eastern Communities, and the Joint Distribution Committee of America, 
the Jewish Colonisation Association (Ica) andthe Ort are now making a 
serious effort in the field of Reconstruction, a method of helping more 
effective and, in the long run, less expensive than the so-called method 
of Emergency Relief. 


Reconstructive Efforts. 

“Great as is the usefulness of what the Ica is doing, there is a vast 
field of work beyond its activities which, as is well known, work on the 
proceeds of a Fund once established. The Ica does not mobilise the 
vast energies stored in the kind hearts of the individual Western 
European Jews. Something in the direction of organising the charitable 
instinct of the individual is done by the Ort. Thus in Germany, a 
Committee representative of all elements of German Jewry, is very 
actively engaged in enlisting the sympathies of the wide circles of 
German Jewry for the Reconstructive efforts of the Ort, and the effect 
of the influence of that Committee manifested itself in an official grant 
of aspecial subvention to the Ort by the Executive of the *‘ Gemeinde,’ 
the officially organised Community in Berlin. A similar grant was also 
made in Frankfort, the most significant aspect of the whole matter being 
that the grant was supported by Orthodox, * Liberals’ and Zionists alike. 

Opposition. 

“ The opposition which these reconstructive efforts are encountering 
is based on @ misunderstanding. I realise fully the feeling that is at tho 
background of the opposition. For the first time in the two thousand 
years of their history the Jews have been promised an opportunity of 
building up again the country of their hi-torical past. For this work 
there is not enough money, and here are Reconstructionists spending 
millions for colonising the Jews in Eastern Europe. The upbuilding of 
Palestine is a thing tooimportant not to warrant any jealousy in regard 
to activities which seem to rival the work for Palestine. But those who 
contrast colonisation in Palestine with colonisition in Eastern Europe 
are guilty ofa serious error. It is certainly an error to think that those 
who conduct the work in Eastern Europe do so in opposition to the work 
of colonising Palestine, or that it depended on the leaders of Russian 
Jewry to settle the colonisation problem one Way orthe other. I can say 
without the least exaggeration that in the present conditions of economic 
ruin the demand for an economic foothold and immediate economic 
adaptation to the conditions of the countries where the masses live and 
suffer is no less irresistible and natural than the call and the dreams of 
centuries for the regeneration of Palestine. 


A Movement of the Masses. 

“It was not the propaganda of the Joint Distribution Committee, 
nor of the Ica nor of the Ort that induced the Jews of the former Russian 
Empire to ‘turn their eyes to agriculture and handicrafts to a much 
greater extent than they had done before. No; the Jewish masses 
themselves originated the movement, and it was the suffering of these 


masses, the dangers involved in their degeneration, that compelled these 
Organisations to undertake this work. In the circumstances there is 
only the choice of either helping the masses where they are or leaving 
them to their fate, whatever that may be. In actual fact,” pursued Mr. 
Poliakoff, “ there is no essential contradiction between Zionism and the 
work in the Diaspora. The work in Palestine and in Eastern Europe are 
but the two different sides of the same medal, The future of the Jewish 
people requires health in all its forms—a healthy soul and a healthy 
body. A people in a state of economic decomposition is not the right 
material with which to build up Palestine. The moral sense of a 
healthy people will make it possible to find money both for the up-build 
ing of Palestine and for the economic reconstruction of the Jews in the 
Diaspora. 
Permanent Betterment. 

I do not pretend to be able to prophesy one way or another,” 
observed Mr. Poliakoff, in reference toa question whether the emmnereence 
of new conditions in Russia would not undo the colonisation work, “ bat 
I do pretend to know conditions in Russia. The vocational training and 
agricultural skill now being imparted to the Jews there will remain with 
them, and no one will be able to take it awav from them. There remains 
the question of the land. The land question is perhaps the only thing 
that can be considered as finally settled in Russia in favour of those who 
work on it. No future Government of whatever school of politics will 
dare to upset the new order of land tenan: y now established, destroy, ing 
scores of colonies, driving from off their holdings scores of thousands of 
Jews who work peaceably on the land, and forcing them back into the 
towns. To believe that any Government would be able to undertake 
confiscation on a large scale of the small holdings of people working on 


the land is to think of Russia in terms of melodrama. It is also a 
recognised fact that the Russian peasant is more amicably disposed 
towards a Jewish fellow peasant who, together with him, prays for rain 
and sunshine and snow, than to a petty trader.or a store keeper whom he 
has become used to treat as a blood-sucker. Whether or not you in Europe 
have such apprehensions as to the consequences of a hypothetical 
change, the people who live there do not think so far ahead. They want 
to live. They struggle for a foothold and they cry for an outstretched 
hand to help them out of the mire.”

The Chief Rabbi of the British Empire has forwarded to the Ministers 
and Presidents of Synagogues in Great Britain and the Overseas 
Dominions a cory of the Armistice Prayer to be recited in the Synagogues 
either on Sunday, November llth, or on the Sabbath preceding. 

1. Some Congregations will on this Tenth Anniversary of the Cessa 
tion of Hostilities arrange for special services on Armistace Day itself. 
These services should be of a simple nature: An appropriate Psalro , 20 
address by the minister; Prayer for the King and the Royal Family ; the 
Armistice Prayer; two minutes’ silence ; S°Oh x50 ON (with reading 
of the names of those members of the congregation who fell in the war): 
Olenu: Mourners’ Kaddish; Yigdal; and Adon Olom, 

2. This Armistice Prayer is read in many congregations on the 
preceding Sabbath, after the prayer for the King and the Royal Family, 
and followed by the recital of S°OmR% nod Sy, with the names of those 
members of the congregation who fell in the war. 

3. In many congregations the Sabbath preceding Armistice Day is 
known as Peace Sabbath, and the Minister will deliver an appropriate 
sermon. 

1. Where no special congregational service is arranged for Armistice 
Day itself, the synagogue should be open on November 11th at 11 o'clock. 
The Minister and the Reader will be in attendance and ready to recite 
the Armistice Prayer with mourners and others who may come to the 
House of God on that day of solemn memories. Incase thereis a Minyan 
present, the reading of the prayer should be followed by BXSM" noo ON, 
Oienu, Kaddish and Yigdal, 

5. itis desirable that a copy of the prayer be in the hands of all the 
worshippers during the service, whether it be om the Sabbath or on 
November lith. Arrangements should accordingly be made in good time 
with the publishers, Messrs. Williams, Lea and Co., Ltd., Clifton House, 
Worship Street, London, E.C., forthe supply of these prayersin quantities.

The text of ‘the Palestine Mandate States Spe ifie ally that the World Zionist 
Organisation is to secure the co-operation of all Jews in the Palestine experi 
ment.’ That is the veriest bunkum. What the Mandate states is that the 
Zionist organisation shall take steps so as to secure the co-operation of all 
Jews in the establishment of the Jewish National Home, such as was con 
templated by the Mandate; not that it should place itself in co-operation 
with those Jews who are opposed in prin iple to that enter prise, as Mr. Marshall 
and his fellow non-Zionists have so freque ntly declared themselves to be, and 
as they have always. been ‘The Zionist Organisation,” says the paper 
again, “is ‘too small’ for the big undertakingin Palestine.”

American Predominance. 

Moreover, assuming the plan revealed at New York is proceeded with, 
the Movement will cease to be a world-movement and will become largely, 
in point of personnel, and overwhelmingly in point of power, an American 
one. For the Agency which is to control, to the extent any external force 
can, the future destinies of Jewish Palestine, is to be composed to 
the extent I have said of non-Zionist Americans. And the re- 
mainder of the non-Zionist element, which is to be graciously 
allowed to the rest of the Jewries of the world, is to be subject 
to the approval of a Committee of Americans to be nominated by Mr. Marshall. 
How in equity this preponderating representation has been given to American 
Jews, is really difficult to understand, unless we think of the unconscionably 
usurious manner in which their country has behaved in all international! 
matters whenever they have had the opportunity. Is the basis of repre- 
sentation determined by population? The Jews of America comprise at 
most twenty per cent. of the Jewish population of the world. Why should 
so large a proportion of the Jewish Agency be allocated to them? Is it 
because of the contributions of American Jews to Palestine funds ‘ 
Having regard to their agyregate wealth, even the material support 
hitherto given to Zionist effort in Palestine does not entitle them to any 
thing like the répresentation accorded them, and there is no sort of 
guarantee that they will contribute anything hke the equivalent of the repre- 
sentation conceded to them of the funds needed. Remember, too, that in 
addition to the forty per cent. representation which American Jews are to 
have in their capacity of non-Zionists there will be further American Jews 
peopling the Agency as Zionists, and their proportionate claim for represen. 
tation will, of course . be hased on the representation accorded to the non- 
Zionists. It will be seen, then, to what a large extent, if the resolutions of 
Mr, Marshall's Conference be acted upon, the Movement will become an 
American one. In this Agency matter, indeed, Mr, Marshall has well played 
his part, acting in the interests,as he conceives them, of the 101 per cent. 
Americans of the Jewish persuasion. 

Personally, [| have not the least doubt that Dr. Weizmann sees all this 
just as clearly as does Lord Melchett, whose striking interview on the proposed 
Agency as devised by Mr. Marshall, which he gave to a New York Yiddish 
journal, was reprinted in THe Jewish Curonicie last Friday. And I expect 
that the last thing Dr. Weizmann contemplates is that any such control of 
the Zionist Movement as forecast by the New York Conference, will ever in 
fact come about. I imagine that he thinks, opportunist that he is, that what 
has been done at the Conference is sufficient to secure him a financial haul 
for the time being, and, with the spirit of the political gambler, so long as he 
obtains that. he is willing to allow the future to look after itself.

Zionists—true Zionists—should resist to the 
utmost the mtrusion mto the Vovement of those who are opposed To the 
real furposes of the Movemerit, and whose work in it, if they act consistently 
with their expresse Vis “ws. mueat hye directed undoing. hindering and 
haulking all that Zionism has accomplished in the direction of the goal it 
has set for itself. As a bare possibility, such a result of the Agency scheme 
would demand the most anxious thought of Zionists, and. indeed, of all who 
care for the futur if the Jewish people, As sur ha result seems to be. even 
by the testimony of those who are foremost in setting up this Agency, nothing 
short of a certaint they franklw acknow ledge such to he their intention: 
no consideration ought to deter. at anv cost. the very strongest opposition, 
with a view to upsetting the wretched plan. 


A Jewish National Capitulation. 

Let me reiterate. The objection to the proposed Jewish Agency is not 
in the remotest based on personality. Mr. Marshall and his non-Zionist or 
anti-Zionist associates Mr. Marshall himself especially——are, according to 
their lights, good and well-meaning Jews. But they are not Zionists in the 
National sense, and they are opposed to Zionism in the National sense through 
and through. That has been their attitude all along, as itis theirattitude 
unmoditie!—now, And some of them have done much more than adopt it 
passively. Some of them who were present at Mr. Marshall's meeting did 
their very utmost by tendering evidence, for instance, before the Senate of 
the United States, to prevent the adoption by the League of Nations of, or 
the concurrence of the United States Government in, the Mandate and {the 
whole scheme for the establishment in Palestine of a National Home for, the 
Jewish People, They were willing to support any scheme-—as were the 
Conjoint Committee of the Deputies and the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
as they explained by their famous Manifesto—for Jewish colonising in 
Palestine under philanthropic auspices. But they were opposed to the Jewish 
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National idea. They declared themselves in favour. not of Jewish National 


rehabilitation in Palestine, but of Jewish assimilation among the peoples of 
the world. \nd that remaun their position.

One 
is that the constitution of the enlarged Jewish Agency “shall include a 
clause providing that sich a. constitution shall take effect, in the first 
instance, for a pt riod of three years from the date on which it is acopted 
by the Council, at the close of Which period the question of its renewal! 
shall be decided by agreement between : ihe Zionist Organisation and the 
other participating bodies.” The other is that, in wai rto secure con.

You will thus see that your statement that Dr. Weizmann has

*,* [Much of the argument contained in our esteemed correspondent’s 
letter was, we submit, answered in advance in the article which 
appeared in yesterday's JEWISH WoRLD, and which we reprint 
above ; and we do not think our readers, as Mr. Cohen suggests, were 
left under any misapprehension from what we said last week con 
cerning the relative composition of the proposed Agency. Half of it. 
we explained, is to be made up of non-Zionists, and of those forty 
per cent. are to be American non-Zionists. But Mr. Cohen's letter 
forms the strongest possible confirmation of the objections we have 
raised to the Agency scheme. For it is quite plain from the report 
we published of the proceedings of the American Conference. that 
not the least idea could have been present with the “delegates” of 
the provisions laid down by the Zionist Organisation or the Convress. 
Otherwise, then the: Zionist conditions must have been entirely 
ignored by those who took part in the Conference. Because the 
resolution of the Conference agreeing to the formation of the Ameriean 
non-Zionist section of the Agency declared, not that the Zionist 
Organisation conditions were to be “regarded as the basis for the 
future action by the non-Zionists of America. who may now or 
hereafter be affiliated with this Organisation” ithe Agency) 
—they were never alluded to even—but that the report of the Joint 
Palestine Survey Commission should. Moreover, the provision was made 
by the Conference that “in the event that an enlarged Jewish Agency 
as proposed should come into existence,” then “that body is to deal 
with the subject (that is with all matters with which it may, become 
concerned) in such a manner as will best conduce to the economic 
spiritual and cultural development "not, it will bo observed, the 
National development—" of Palestine.” Set beside that resolution. 
Mr. Cohen's letter, and is it not obvious that the chief object which 
the Zionist Organisation and Congress—and the Zionist Movement, of 
course—have in view in regard to work in Palestine is mot included 
in the programme of the non-Zionist Conference, and that those who 
are sent to represent itin the Jewish Agency will naturally oppose 
and endeavour to defeatthat object? Could any plan be more chaotic 
than one dependent on the co-operation of such mutually opposing 
elements as the Agency, if it “should come into existence,” will 
contain 

Mr. Cohen, however, now seems to imply that the body that is 
now in process of being formed is the Jewish Agency Council, but 
that the Jewish Agency itself is to be some other and presumably 
a much larger body. In any case, it seems like putting the cart 
before the horse to bring into being the Council of a body that has yet 
to be got together. But we regret Mr. Cohen did not explain of whom 
this larger aggregation is to consist, to whom either it or the Council 
or both is to be responsible, by whom the Agency is to be chosen, and 
when. It looks very much as if we shall yet see the Jewish Agency 
Council, as Mr. Cohen calls it, like Japhet—in search ofa father or, 
anyway stranded, not knowing where it is.—ED. J. C..

With the completion of the new LBnuilding, said Professor Yellin, 
numerous important alterations at which they had been aiming for many

last session of the Permanent Mandates Commission of the League of 
Nations held in June. are contained among a number of documents 
which have just been deposited in the Library of the League, states the 
Jewish Telegraphic Agency correspondent at Geneva. On the question 
of the settlement of Jews on State lands in accordance with Article 6 of 
the Palestine Mandate, the British Government says that the Palestine 
Government are 


not unmindful of their obligations under Article 6 
of the Mandate. and as recognised in the letter from the Zionist 
Organisation, they are endeavouring to arrive at some satisfactory 


arrangement inregard tothe Beisan lands. Asthe Mandates Commission 
will recall from their consideration last year of a petition in regard to the 
Barrat Caesarea lands, it proceeds, the pre-war inhabitants of Palestine 
still regard with considerable suspicion any act of the Palestine 
Government on matters pertaining to the position of State lands. It is 
therefore the duty of the Palestine Government to discharge their obliga- 
tions under Articie 6 of the Mandate with the caution which is clearly 
essential to the peaceful order of the country without which the Jewish 
National Home cannot be established on sure foundations. Regarding 
the Besian lands, the Government states that claims arising out of that 
agreement have been and are being investigated by a special Commission, 
which has made considerable progress. In addition, attention has been 
given to the possibility of enabling individuals and bodies concerned with 
agricultural development to acquire land from beneficiaries under the 
Beisan agreement on the conditions on which those beneficiaries held 
the land. This possibility is still being considered, and while His 
Majesty's Government are hopeful that a satisfactory conclusion may be 
reached, they wish to point out that the matter is one in which it is 
necessary to proceed with caution in order to guard against the landless 


class of the present beneficiaries under the agreement thus nullifying 
the object of that instrument. 


Chief Immigration Officer's Powers. 
of the memorandum from the Zionist Organisation, 
urged that lack of capital alone should not constitute a bar to immicra.- 
tion, provided that the intending settler possesses personal capacities 
which would be likely to make him an asset to the country, and further 
that the amount of capital necessary to secure admission for an immigrant 
as a person of “independent means” should be fixed in accordance with 
a suitable sliding scale, and should not be left to the arbitrary decision 
of the Immigration Officer.

MOSLEM CLAIMS AND ALLEGATIONS. 
The question of the 


Wailing Wall is now in the hands of the higher 
the Palestine Government can do nothing more in the matter, 
the Chief Secretary to the Palestine Government told Dr, Thon, member 
of the Presidium of the Vaad Leumi, when he presented resolutions 
urging the right of the Jews to worship at the Wailing Wall. Chief Rabbis 
Kook and Jacob Meir have sent cable messages to the King and to the 
League of Natious on behalf of the Jewish populatiom of Palestine, asking 
for freedom of worship at the Wailing Wall. 

The Supreme Moslem Council has sent a cable message to the 
King, demanding in the name of millions of Moslems that justice should 
be done in the matter of the Wailing Wall. The message complains that 
the Jews are encroaching upon the Mosque of Omar. The Council is 
holding an All-Palestine Conference to assert Moslem claims to the 
Wall; it is being held concurrently with. the Arab demonstrations 
arranged for to-day, the anniversary of he Balfour Declaration. A 
proclamation has been issued calling on Moslems to protect Moslem 
rights. The question is being taken up of raising a fund to build a 
Mosque at the corner of the Wall. 

An Arab agricultural company is being formed, 
£500,000, to acquire land for Arab cultivators. 

The District Court has on appeal reduced the sentence of one of the 
two Arabs arrested for beating Jews at the Wailing Wall from six months’ 
to three months’ imprisonment. The appeal of the second Arab has not 
yet been heard. 

As a result of the mismanagement of the Funds of the Supreme 
Moslem Council a movement has arisen among Moslems in favour of the 
abolition of the Council. The Supreme Moslem Council was the body 
responsible for the demand that the partition at the Wailing Wall should 
be removed on the Day of Atonement. 

When Parliament opens Commander Kenworthy will put a question 
concerning the Arab masonry construction on the Wailing Wall.

The Arab Press continues to print allegations against the Jewish 
claims at the Wailing Wall. The AL JAMEA, the organ of the Supreme 
Mosiem Council, repeats that the Jews wish to seize the Mosque of Omar. 

The Communists in Palestine have issued a proclamation terming the 
Jewish claims to the Wailing Wall an act of robbery, and urging Arabs 
aud Jews to fight together side by side against the Imperialist British 
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Power. and to demand the establishment of a democratic Government in 
Palestine. 


Rabbi Dr. Salis Daiches, of Edinburgh, in the course of an interview 
published in the SCOTSMAN, on the subject of the Wailing Wall, described 
the assertion of the Moslem Council to the effect that the Omar Mosque is 
being “ repeatedly encroached on by Jews” as “an entire falsehood.” “ It 
is bad enough,” said Rabbi Daiches, “to have a responsible body like the 
Moslem Council spreading untrue statements in the Press, but when it 
takes it upon itself to mislead the King, it amounts to an insult to His 
‘Majesty. The Jews have never encroached on the holy places belonging 
to other faiths. All that the Jews claim is the right to maintain what 
they have inherited from their ancestors, and what successions of 
centuries have confirmed as being entirely Jewish. The Jews look to 
the British people and to the British Government to see that justice is 
done. There is not the slightest doubt that when the matter is raised in 
the House of Commons, steps will immediately be taken to prevent a 
repetition of such sacrilegious outrages upon religious sentiments as have 
been perpetrated by the Moslems during the last few weeks.” 


The Palestine Police. 
‘From our Correspondent —JERUSALEM.) 


The Wailing Wall trouble serves to draw more attention to the 
present composition of the Jerusalem Police Force, and indeed, of the 
civil constabulary throughout the country. In Jerusalem there is only 
one senior police officer who does not hold an executive post, since he 
is the Bandmaster. There are two or three other officers \one, the son 
of the late Eliezer Ben- Yehuda, recently retired from the Force after an 
official inquiry ‘the results of which were not made known by the Govern 
ment), who are relegated to minor posts of Inspectors. There are few 
Jewish constables either in Jerusalem or any other part of the country. 

Speaking to a newspaperman the other day, the Commandant of the 
Palestine Police intimated that there was no bar to Jews joining the 
Force, provided they had the necessary qualifications. It hasso happened, 
however, that few applicants knew Hebrew or any other official language. 

The truth is'that the conditions of employment as a constable in 
Palestine do not offer sufficient inducement to people who come from 
Western countries and who are accustomed to higher living standards 
than obtain here. A constable gets about 30s. a week; slightly —though 
not much—more if he is married. A Jewish officer cannot rise above the 
post of a Senior Inspector, and there are only three cases where such 
promotion has been obtained. There are some 110 senior officers in the 
Force, of whom sixty-two are British, forty-three Moslem or Christian 
Arabs and three Jews, one of whom is also British. Altogether there 
are some twelve Jewish police officers, senior and junior, in the whole 
Force.

Arabic is usually the tongue most generally employed 
in the archives ; 


constables who know English and Hebrew (or either) 
very seldom find it to be an aid to advancement ; and complainants usually 
suffer owing to ignorance of the third official language. Cases have been 
reported where complainants have refused to sign declarations because 
the police constables taking the charges drew up the documents in Arabic 
only, and not in the language of the — complaining. 


Mr. Jabotinsky’ s Baggage. 
-—-- 
(From our Correspondent.—JERUSALEM. } 


Mr. Jabotinsky was nearly kept out of Palestine after all. The 
authorities had, as is already well-known, moved earth, and almost 
appealed to Heaven, to prevent him from entering. Finally, however, 


he scraped through the needle’s eye and arrived in the National Home. 
Naturally Mr. Jabotinsky, armed with credentials for a more or less 
permanent stay, came with baggage. There was the rub! 

When one of his representatives came to the Customs-house at Jaffa 
to remove the luggage, the usual Customs examination was made. But 
upon reaching a box full of personal letters, books and files, two police 
men (who were conveniently in waiting) were called upon and the case 
rummaged. Books were turned upside down in order to discover any 
possibly incriminating documents—the authorities evidently think that 
a “‘ Revisionist " must be a terrible sort of person—files were examined, 
and letters from such “suspects” as Mr. Amery, Col. Josiah Wedgwood, 
Mrs. Dugdale and other public personages in England, were carefully 
perused. One letter, for reason undivulged, was carried to another room 
where, it is said, it was photographed. 

Mr. Jabotinsky, through his legal representative, made a strong pro- 
test to the Government. The Acting Chief Secretary and the Director 
of Customs replied to the effect that they knew nothing of any intended 
search. It was obviously at the discretion of the local police at Jaffa 
that Mr. Jabotinsky’s personal belongings were subjected to this scrutiny. 
Enquiries are now said to be proceeding, but of course only the minor. 
officials concerned—the junior Customs officers and the policemen—will 
(if anybody) be found to blame! 


Patrictiom *_Dalestine Brand 
(From our Correspdent—JERUSALEM. } 

On Simchat Torah the Poale Zion Party held a Yiddish soiree in 
Tel-Aviv, that home of foreign tongues. A party of youths belonging to 
the “ Brith Trumpeldor,” a kind of Lads’ Brigade off-shoot of the Zionist- 
Revisionist Party here, stormed the Poale Zion Club, breaking windows, 
smashing furniture and injuring people. Their plea was that they were 
fighting for the defence of the Hebrew tongue ! 

DOAR HA’ YOM at once declared that the Poale Zion were in the 
wrong because Yiddish was taboo; DAVAR (the Labour daily) and 
HA’ARETZ (the Zionist organ) replied that the militant youths were 
“ scalawags.” 

Such instances of “ patriotism " demonstrations are by no means rare. 
People are waylaid in the streets of Tel-Aviv if they are heard talking 
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any other tongue than Hebrew, and severely lectured. The process of 
“ Hebraizing " Palestine, indeed, is turning out to be as strenuous and as 
militant as the Latinizing inthe new Turkey’ lam notat all sure in fact 
but that a good deal of the zeal of our Hebrew stalwarts is but an imita. 
tion of the “thoroughness” of \emal and his followers. 

Here is another éxample of “ Patriotism” @ /a Palestine. We in 
Jerusalem have long become accustomed to modern innovations, weird 
though some of them may secm when superimposed upon the back. 
ground of dingy dignity that characterises the Holy City. There are now 
for instance wireless poles over the Citadel of David and a cab-stand at 
the Joppa (rate, whence ancient caravans of yore wonded thets way 
across the mountains to the sea. We have our cinemas and our jazz—I 
mean the “musical” sort, iz7z” of another kind has long been an 
institution. We watch the antics of Harold Lloyd or the frolics of 
Buster Keaton, and the audicnce is made up of a polyglot, cosmopolitan, 
vociferous, strangely-attired concourse of Kast Europeans, Americans, 
Orientals, Levantines and what not’ 

Now the post-office authorities have installed in Jerusalem an 
automatic postige-stamp machine for five-mil and three mil stamps, and 
already there is a good story to be told about the innovation. The 


device worked beautifully for atime —until fake coins were found in the 
tills!

But thatis only where 
the story begins. It becomes interesting with the confession of the two 
Jews that they did use counterfeit coins; and thrilling with their excuse:

Hebrew University in Jerusalem. 


The Jewish National and University Litrary has recently received a 
number of valuable shipments, J’r. Nathan Korn, of Vienna, sent an 
agricuitural library consisting of about 10) volumes, the donation of the 


Society of Jewish Students at the School of Agriculture in Vienna. The 
shipment also contained the Procecdings of the Academy of Sciences in 
Vienna, Department of Mathematics: and Natural Science, Vol. lly.152, 
given by Dr. Isaac Robinson, of Vienna; a series of old Latin works 

given by Mr. Marcus Sitz, of Vienna: the Arabic-Persian Turkish 
dictionary by Meminski (1739): and valuable medical books previously 
belonging to the library of the late [’r. S. Kornfeld. Dr. Schachter, of 
Bresiau, sent a case of books containing among others publications 
relating to the history of the Order I nai Brith and “ Alliance Israelite.” 
For this shipment the Library is also indebted to Dr. Theolor Breslauer, 
Dr. Adolph Mandowski, Mr. Ludwig schachno, and the publishing firm of 
Dr. Priebatsch. From Dr. Julius Jarcho, of New York, the Library 
received a large collection of new medical books and periodicals. 
Dr. E. Libman, of New York, sent acase of books containing new medical 
works and editions of medical classics, among which was the large 
ten-volume edition of Hippocrates. Dr. Emanuel Hertz, of New York, 
fave & manuscript by one of the commentators of Descartes, and the 
edition of the Hebrew Ventateuch, Anvers 1575. By request, Professor 
Theodor Lessing kindly sent copies of all his works. Dr. Alfred Adler, 
the well-known psycho-analyst, sent his book “Der nervose Charakter,” 
and many of his individeal lectures. Mr. Chaim Enzio Sereni sent tothe 
Library the edition of Lialoghi di amore, by Leone Ebreo, printed in 
1553. Mr. Jechiel Kurz. of Tarnow, sent eight very old Hebrew books, 
among them the Augsburg edition of Avkath Rohel (1556). Mr. Ludvig 
Ikenberg, of Dresden, bought for the Library editions of Kant and 
Schopenhauer, which the Library had hitherto lacked. The printing firm 
of Mayer, of Halberstadt, again sent a large number of its publications. 
The Library Committee in Rome recently photographed many memorials 
and works of art in Italy relating to the history of the Jews in that 
country, and gave the collection to the Library. In Slovakia, Dr. M. 
Oettinger collected for the Library some interesting posters relating to 
the history of the Jews in that country. The academic year has com- 
menced with the dedication of the Einstein Institute, erected as a result 
of the generous gift made by the American Jew, Mr. Wattenberg.

Slaughter. 


WEINBERG CASTING APPARATUS. 
[From our Corresponden?., 

A demonstration of the Weinberg Casting Pen was held in 
Leeds last week. Over sixty people were present at Mr. ‘Taplin’s 
slauchter-house, among whom were the Lord Mayor and Lord Mayor ciect

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pepresentatives of the local Marketa Committee and Jewish organisations. 
Mr. Weinberg and one slaughterman conducted the demonstration. Six 
animals were slaughtered according to the Jewish method, and from the 
moment when they were in the pen to the act ial cut the time was never 
more than 26 seconds. Mr. Weinberg claimed that the time had been as 
low as 10 seconds. After the demonstration, the Rev. Dr. J. Abelson 
presided over a discussion on the apparatus. 

Major Dixon, Chief Veterinary Officer, said that the demonstration 
satisfied them that every defect which was found at the London demon- 
stration in January last had been satisfactorily remedied. He was 
impressed by the fact that a great difficulty, that of removing the carcase 
from the en, had been successfally solved and also that the swinging of 
the Pen was now under complete control. The Rev. Goldwater, the 
Shochet, testified to the ease and convenience’of the Pen for cutting. 
Rabbi Hurwitz said that from the religious point of view, the machine 
complied in every way with the requirements of Shechita. Ald. D. B. 
Foster, Lord Mayor, and Ald. H. Lupton, Lord Mayor-elect, expressed 
their appreciation and approval of the machine. 

Councillor N. G. Morrison, Chairman of the Markets Committee, 
while admitting the tremendous advantages of the machine, said that its 
installation in the Leeds Abattoir would be difficult on account of space. 

In answer to the Superintendent Mr. Weinberg asked to be given a 
chance to show how his machine could be iastalled in any narrow space 
available. He was prepared to instal it free of charge to prove his claim. 

Mr. Paddison, of the London R.S.P.C.A., congratulated Mr. Weinberg 
on having removed all the defects in the machine since the Islington 
demonstration, and remarked that the Leeds Markets Committee must 
not allow the question of space to stand in the way of the adoption of 
a machine which was in the ioterest of humanity. 

It was decided shortly to hold another demonstration for the 
members of the Cattle Market Sub-Committee who were not present. 

The Chief Veterinary Officer of the Leeds Corporation has issued the 
following report: 

I have to report that on Wednesday, the 24th instant, the above. 
mentioned apparatus was demonstrated to a comparatively large and 
representative gathering, which included representatives of the Jewish 
Ecclesiastical and of the City Council, Mr. Paddison, repre- 
senting the R.S.P.C.A., and myself. 

rhe defects in ‘the apparatus commented upon at the demonstration 
at Islington in January last appear to have been remedied. An efficient 
brake has been applied, the front door of the pen has been improved so 
as to permit the animals neck to be further extruded, and the sides of 
the pen have been strengthened. 

Six animals were passed through the pen on the 24th instant, all of 
which were turned and cut expeditiously, and it was further noticed that 
the kicking which occurs during the animal's death resulted in practi- 
cally delivering the carcase on the slaughterhouse floor, thus dispensing 
with the need for haulage. 

These observations have been communicated to the Secretary of the 
Committee appointed last January to consider this apparatus. 


Board of Guardians.

“WHAT I5 A JEW?” 
From our Correspondent. 

The inaugaral meeting of the session was held at the Imperial Hotel 
last Sunday, when Mr. E. P. Hollander delivered his presidential address 
entitled, ** What isa Jew Prior to the meeting, a reception was held 
at the Hotel. Mr. H. Gompertz, F.C.A., Chairman of the Association, 
presided. In the course of his address, Mr. Hollander cited the poem by 
P. M. Raskin contained in the Chief Rabbi's “ Book of Jewish Thoughts.” 
and asked, “Are we indeed the Eternal Riddle?” The lecturer referred 
to “ Mentor’s” article on the same topic in THE JEWISH CHRONICLE of 
July 13th, and quoted several extracts from it. Concluding with 
‘““Mentor’s ” admission that “perhaps the best answer to the question 
‘What is a Jew’ will be found in the simple answer—which is no 
answer but really an echo--‘A Jew!’ ” Mr. Hollander said it would 
appear that even the able contributor to THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
could only regard the Jew. like Raskin, as _a Riddle, The lecturer 
also quoted Judaism as defined by Hastings’ “ Encyclopzedia of Religions.” 
In the course of further views on the subject, Mr. Hollander showed that 
the question became more difficult and involved, touchirg the problems 
of Rece and Religion, so that there could be no direct or comprehensive 
answer to the question. The same difficulty did not arise if one asked, 
“What is a Christian’” It could be so easily judged by the. man’s 
religion. Judsism, and along with it, the Jew, was also much troubled 
at the present time, with internal differences, brought about toa great 
extent by the change in the mode of living during the past century. 
That had led to divisions in Judaism and the formation of various sects. 
Chief among them were those who, because they were coaservative and 
believed in little or no change, became known as orthodox Jews, while 
the opposite thinkers who demanded progress called themselves Reform 
Jews. Conservatism, the lecturer explained, was by no means synoni-. 
mous with Orthodoxy, neither was progressiveness necessarily a synonym 
toreform. Both terms, Orthodoxy and Reform, were labels and should 
be used with thoushtful care. Used carelessly, they bad done and were 
doing immeasurable disservice to the Jewish people and the Jewish 
Religion. “Our great need today,” said Mr. Hollander, “is for a progress 
to be Orthodox, a development along historic paths that shall be directed 
by right thinking, and right thinking that shall conserve the Jewish 
people and the Jewish Faith.” He believed that he who earned the name 
of Jew by being a lover of his people, doing justly, loving mercy, aud 
walking humbly with his God, could best be portrayed as the answer to 
the question “ What is a Jew.” 

The Rey. 5, 1. Solomons, L.A., Miss Gwenda Levy. Messrs. S. Marks, 
5. P. Abrams, B.A., Bernhard Davis, P. C. Balcon, and Dr. Henry took 
part in the discussion. The Rey, Dr. A. Cohen, M.A., in moving a vote 
of thanks to the lecturer, said that the discussion had proved that they 
were attempting to define the undefinable. It was impossible to get one 
term to cover the full meaning. He preferred to think that a Jew was 
one who preferred to be so, but in being so he must be concerned with

Music and Drama. 


“THE MOLLUSC” (Comepy). 

The revival of Hubert Henry Davies’ amusing comedy in three acts 
provides a very jolly evening's entertainment. Mrs. Baxter, the wife of 
an indulgent and weak husband is a selfish, spoilt and utterly idle 
creature. She is termed a“ Mollusc” by herbrother Tom. A “Mollusc,” 
he says, is notalazy person but one who uses a tremendous amount of 
force to avoid doing anything atall. Miss Roberts, the pretty governess, 
is her much tried slave, without whom Mrs. Baxter is absolutely helpless. 
Brother Tom sets out to cure his sister of her “Molluscry.” He uses 
flattery, violence, sympathy and humour but all to no effect. True, she is 
momentarily moved to activity when she thinks her husband is paying 
too much attention to pretty Miss Roberts, but she soon tires and returns 
to mollusery, utterly wearying both the governess anc her husband as a 
result. Tom's only success was in proving that his sister definitely was 
amolluse. His slight achievment is lavishly rewarded, for he finishes up 
by carrying off Miss Roberts to Colorado as his wife, leaving poor Mr. 
Baxter to his unhappy fate with his load of molluscry unabated. 
A knowlege of the plot does not in the slightest interfere with the 
enjoyment of this most amusing play, which has become a class c 
example of how four players alone can keep up an evening's lively 
amusement, Constance Collier triumphed easily as Mrs. Baxter, while 
Joseph Coyne was a breezy and optimistic brother Tom. Both Cecily 
Byrne and Edward Bream who took the other two parts contributed 
succesfully to this welcome revival. 

‘THESE FATHERS ” (“QQ”), 

This play, dealing with Lanchashire life, presents a mill-owner's 
struggle to get his two sons who have not yet overcome the effects of 
army life, to enter his business. Alec, the elder son, is an idealist who 
wishes to spend his life preventing war, while Raymond the younger, 
has fallen in love with Violet Taylor, a newspaper reporter, the daughte: 
of a mill operative. There is nothing startlingly original in the plot, 
although there are moments of robust humour. That clever actor. 
Wilfred Shine, gave a naturally humourous presentation of the Lancashire 
mill manager, and Marie Ault as his wifealsodid well. Victor Lewisohn 
showed his mettle as an actor by playing efficiently in a part that was 
obviously not to his taste—in a way the hardest if not perhaps the 
most fair test of a clever actor,

MUSIC. 


Miss Marie Hall was very tantalising in her violin recital at Queen's 
Hall last week. In the first place there was not enough of her, 


and in the second what there was was not displayed to the best advantage, 
save in one or two pieces. Her programme ranged from’ Brahms’ D, 
Minor Sonata to Wieniawski's Valse Brillante, but she treated the Sonata 
too frigidly, and technically brilliant though she was in the Valse she 


could not quite get down to the superficial sparkle and artificial verve of 


the pecs. By far her best work was done in Vaughan-Williams’ “The 
Lark Ascending,”. in which the: peculiarly fine and rather remote, 
intangible quality of her playing found a perfectly fitting medium. 
Sigoor Antonio Notariello has a richly creamy Italian voice which he has 
unde r a too excellent control, and he sings Italian arias good and bad as 
only an Italian can sing them. When he turned to popular English senti- 
mental ballads and exaggerated their sentimentality with all the wealth 
of Italian theatrical emphasis the resulé was worse than cloying. But 
our sentimental Queen's Hall audience found it all entirely to their 
taste. 

In her pianoforte recital at Wigmore Hall on Thursday afternoon, 
Miss Katherine Heymann gave a programme which was musical from 
beginning to end, and one moreover arranged to appeal to a variety of 
musical tastes. It must be an exacting task to play three sonatas in one 
afternoon, especially when they are by three such composers as Chopin, 
Scriabin and Liszt. But Katherine Heymann proved that her devotion 
to Scriabin had by no means resulted in the restriction of her ability to 
one composer. Indeed, while her rendering of Scriabin’s 10th Sonata 
was a fine piece of interpretative work, bringing out all the details of his 
conception and yet maintaining the balance and continuity of the whole 
work, it was in J.iszt’s B minor Sonata that she gave her best perfor- 
mance. In doing so she gave Liszt a dignity and raised him to an 
intellectual height of which he is too rarely worthy. H.C.8.

A Jewish Ministers Jewellery Deals.—On Wednesday, at the 
Marylebone Police Court, Issac SIDENBRERG, 40, dealer, Howland Street, 
Tottenham Court Road, and PHILLIP GOODMAN, 36, agent and merchant, 
(Oxford Terrace, Paddington, were charged on a warrant with con- 
*piring together to obtain credit on various dates to the extent of £694 
hy false pretences or fraud from Morris Morgenstein, described as a 
Jewish minister of religion, Lamb's Condait Street, Holborn. 

Phere was also a summons against Anna Goodman, of 2, Oxford 
Terrace, accusing her of conspiring with Sidenberg to obtain credit tothe 
faIDe amount. 

Mr. Eustace Fulton. barrister. defended. 

Mr. Edmund O'Connor, solicitor, who prosecuted, stated that Mr. 
Morgenstein was a minister of religion, who in his spare time dealt in 
jewellery which he obtained on approbation from diamond merchants 
and dealers in jewellery in Hatton Garden, and solid on commission 

In June, 1927, Mr. Morgenstein met Sidenberg. Sidenberg purchased 
from him a quantity of jewellery, value £56 10s., and paid off about £50 
by instalments. He did not inform Mr. Morgenstein that in 1922 he was 
acd yudicated bankrupt, with liabilities £14,178 and assets nil. 

in June, 192s, Sidenberg saw Mr. Morgenstein, and told him that he 
had a rich customer for him who would buy large quantities of jewellery 
for cash. 

He took Mr. Morgenstein to an address of the Goodmans, Oxford 
‘Terrace, and introduced Goodman as a wealthy man dealing in jewellery. 
He did not say that Goodman was his brother-in-law. who had been 
adjudicated bankrupt in' 1925 without any assets, and who at the time 
bad another bankruptcy petition pending against him. 

Goodman, on being introduced, said it was true that he bought large 
quantities of jewellery and he produced a bundle of receipts. He 
inentioned the names of well-known jewellers aud in that way obtained 
Mr. Morgenetecin's confidence. 

He took from Mr. Morgenstein for valuation and probable purchase 
a diamond ring worth £75, a pair of earrings worth £66, and a diamond 
pin worth £75, Goodman then said that his wife wanted to buy jewellery 
worth £1,000 to £1,500, and Anna Goodman then came into the room. 

At the end of the interview Goodman said he would send Mr. Morgen- 
stein home in his “ Rolls-Royce.” He sent him home in a car of a much 
cheaper kind, which bad since been seized, as the instalments for it had 
not been paid, 

Mr. O'Connor said that between the day that Mr. Morgenstein first 
went into Goodman's parlour on June 2ist, and August Ith, they had 
got out of bim jewellery toa value of £1,499. 

Towards that they had given him £70 in cash, £335 in cheques, 
which were honoured, and six post-dated bills of exchange for £300 which 
were worthless, 

Tbe owners of the jewellery were clamouring for payment, and Mr. 
Mergenstein had to pawn some of Lis own property to pay some of them 
and keep them quiet. 

The hearing was adjourned. 

Alleged Faise Josupn, picture dealer, of 
Woodstock Road, Golders Green, was charged at Liverpool with obtaining 
£40 by false pretences from Herbert Henry Giradet, a Liverpool cotton 
broker. Mr. Giradet said that the accused called at his office, was 
announced as Sir Henry East, and said that he was an artist of high 
repute who, through an injury to his painting hand, had been forced to 
dispose of a portion of his collection of pictures. He induced him (Mr.

For instance, this week one of my correspondents. who has 
doubtless been reading Milton's “ Paradise Lost,” asks me what the 
Jewish view is concerning the idea of fallen angels. You know Milton 
describes a rebellion in heaven ending in the downfall of the angels 
participating in the insurrection. There is nothing of this in Jewish 
tradition. While Jewish legend bas been very busy with ancels and 
the hosts of heaver, they are always represented as doing the will of 
the Almighty. Even the angel known as Satan (Opposer) is repre. 
sented as carrying out the Divine will. This may be seén from the 
first chapter of Job: “ Now it fell upon a day that the sons of God 
came to present themselves before the Lord, and Satan came also 
among them.” The idea of the fal! of the angels is @ pagan conception 
which was grafted upon Christianity. There is an old Jewish belief 
that when the Messiah comes al! evil will be destroyed and that Satan 
and the Angel of Death will be banished from heaven. but Milton's 
conception is quite foreign to Judaism. The fallen ange! princes 
words: “Better to reiga in hell than to serve in heaven” are 
repugnant to Jewish thought, as is the conception of eternal danina- 
tion. Wonderful as a piece of literature as Milton's great epic is, and 
Hebraic though it be in much of its phraseology, it contains ideas that 
are quite outside the realm of Jewish teaching. 

That is my answer to the question. I hope that you will give me 
many more conundrums to solve as they present themselves to you. 
That is one of the things I am here for.
